Huntington and 
the stan" otlicera whom he aiwavs carries 
with him. 
\Vhilo the train was i aiming 


jit it higli rate of speed in Missouri, it 
came upon a young woman w!io was 
walking over a trestle.

The train was stopped, and the victim 
taken into the car, and in a few minutes 
she was carried to ihc nearest station, 
where she had acquaintances.

He then arranged a plan by 


which the younger children were to be 
educated ic areasonable way, but which 
in the end would have cost him .fi0,000. 
On the day that his agent reached the 
little Missouri town to settle the matter, 
the motiier (at the instance of a local 
lawyer) instituted suit against tho Santa 
Fe Railway for damages. 
The fact was 


wired to Mr. Huntington, who at once 
directed that the 
funds sent out be 


turned over to President Manvel an.l 
used, if necessary, in defending the suit, 
but if legal proceedings were stoppad, the 
original plan should be carried ou;. 


Of this whole affair, bsyond the acci- 


dent, no mention was ever made in the 
papers, because Mr. Ilimtington did not 
wish it.

If I give him work by which 
he can earn .flOOO he retains liis man- 
hood and self-respect, and my principal 
remains undiminished." 


The future will no doubt be more gen- 


erous with the name and character of 
Huntington than is the age contempo- 
raneous with him.
